Proposed stricter control of dogs 
in Menlo Park will be opened to 
public discussion at 8 p.m. Tues- 
day, Feb. 14, in city council cham- 
bers when councilmen will seek views 
on provisions of a new ordinance. 

The ordinance is in preliminary 
form and is modelled on the Palo 
Alto law, with several modifica- 
tions regarded by council as advis- 
able. 

The session is not a formal pub- 
lic hearing under usual procedure, 
since the ordinance has not been 
introduced. Rather, it will be an 
opportunity for interested persons 
to give their views as a guide to 
councilmen before the ordinance 
is put in final form. 

Generally, the proposal calls for 
three major steps: 

1. Appointment of a poundmaster, 
a new position. 

2. Stricter enforcement of dog

Check that Heater ! 


TOO MANY FIRES 


Menlo Park fire district offi- 
cers this week warned that faul- 
ty heating devices are causing 
more than their usual Share of 
trouble and asked residents to 
keep furnaces and portable heat- 
ers clean and safe. 

Fire Marshall Edwin Wickstrom, 
commenting on the recent large 
number of calls, said that most 
of them were caused by heat- 
ing devices improperly maintain- 
ed. 

Floor furnaces are particularly 
susceptible, Wickstrom said, be- 
cause their location practically in- 
vites dirt to drop into them. How- 
ever, he added, most of the dang- 
er can be eliminated by regularly 
removing the grating from the 
top of the heater and removing 
dirt. 

Plastic and wooden toys drop- 
ped into floor installations can 
cause unpleasant smoking if not 
an actual fire. 

Larger furnaces and fireplaces 
should be checked to make sure 
chimneys are free of soot.

Ratio Findings 
Given to Council 


The percentage of rental vacancies 


in the part of Menlo Park covered 
by a recent survey is being studied 
by the city council to determine 
whether a shortage of rental hous- 
ing exists in the city. 


City Manager C. L. Longson, who 
supervised the canvass, said that 
all findings of the house-to-house 
survey in the area bounded by El 
Camino Real, Menlo avenue, Univer- 
sity drive and San _ Francisquito 
creek had been turned over to the 


council. 


Returns from the mail survey are 
still coming in, Longson stated, ad- 
ding that of the 500-odd forms 
which were mailed, more than 150 
have been filled out and returned. 

Both mail and house-to-house 


surveys were undertaken so that 


one could be checked against the 
other to ascertain the accuracy of 
each method, Longson said. 

The area surveyed in the house- 
to-house canvass was selected as the 


“most typical” part of the city in 
regard to number and type of rental 
units. 


The city made its owner survey 
because checks made by the fed- 


eral housing expediter and the Men- 
lo Park fair rent committee were 


questioned at a public hearing Nov. 
29.

Last week, Sunset Magazine an- 
nounced it would move its editorial 
offices to Menlo Park from San 
Francisco.

A perusal of the annual report of 
the police department for 1949 un- 
covers many interesting facts. San- 
ta Cruz avenue, for instance, appears 
to be our most dangerous spot for 
traffic accidents. 

Of our 33 injury accidents in 1949, 
five occurred on E] Camino Real at 
the Santa Cruz intersection, and 
one on Santa Cruz avenue itself. 

Of the non-injury total of 117, 

14 took place at this intersection, 
and 10 at Santa Cruz. Another 
eight non-injury accidents were 
reported on El Camino Real with- 
in less than one block of Santa 
Cruz. 

In the stretch of El Camino Real 
from Oak Grove to the northerly 
city limits there were three injury 
and 20 non-injury accidents. Nine 
non-injury accidents took place on 
El Camino Real at the Ravenswood 
intersection. From Roble avenue to 
the creek there were seven injury ac- 
cidents and 21 non-injury on El Ca- 
mino.

Claims Now — 
Being Prepared 


An additional survey of war claims 
is being prepared for the war claims 
commission through the coopera- 
tion of the veterans’ service office 
according to Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans’ service officer. at Redwood 
City. 

Two questionnaires are available 
for this purpose. One entitled 
“Report of Loss or Damage to Real 
or Personal Property Arising Out 
of World War II,” is designed to 
obtain information concerning any 
type of property loss suffered by 
a person, business entity, or organ- 
ization entitled to file a war claim 
under the Commission’s regula- 
tions. 

The other form entitled “Report 
of Personal Injury, Detention, 
Death, etc., Arising Out of World 
War II,” is designed to obtain’ in- 
formation from persons who were 
tortured, injured, or otherwise suf- 
fered a physical or personal loss. 

It is essential, according to Grang- 
er, that persons who suffered these 
losses at the hands of the enemy 
should provide information to the 
war claims commission for their

Attention, Dog Owners: 
Here Are Main Points in Proposed 
Dog Control Ordinance for Menlo Park 


Creation of the position of pound- 
master, stricter enforcement of li- 
censing and full use of, the Palo Alto 
animal shelter are major provis- 
ions in Menlo Park’s proposed dog 
control ordinance. 

Public hearing will be conducted 
by the city council at 8 p.m. Tues- 
day, Feb. 14, at council chambers 
at the Menlo Park civic center. 

The proposed ordinance is sub- 
stantially that of Palo Alto, with 
some changes which the Menlo 
Park council regards as advisable. 

There is no requirement to keep 
dogs on leashes when off the own- 
ers’ premises. Nearest approach is 
a section stating that “no person 

intending to have any dog within 

the city for a period of less than 

10 days shall allow such dog to 

run at large.” 

The section covers temporary 
keeping of dogs. Another section 
states no dogs may be kept in the 
city more than 10 days without ob- 
taining licenses. 

Following is a resume of major 
provisions in the proposed control: 

1. Menlo Park city council is 
named the governing authority, 
empowered to make a contract 

~ with the City of Palo Alto for use 
of the animal shelter there for 
impounding of all animals picked 
up in Menlo Park. 

2. A poundmaster having control 
and custody of impounded animals

would be appointed by the city man- 
ager. (Previous discussion in council 
has indicated such an employe 
might serve in other municipal du- 
ties, such as a special police officer). 

3. It would be unlawful for own- 
ers of dogs or persons having their 
custody to permit them to commit 
nuisances on sidewalks or streets 
or public places. Lawns are not 
named in the section. 


4. No persons shall keep a dog 
over the age of three months for 
more than 10 days unless the ani- 
mal s licensed as required by the 
ordinance. (The Palo Alto ordin- 
ance sets the time at two days). 


5. A Palo Alto ordinance section 
providing for temporary dog licenses 
would be deleted from Menlo Park’s 
ordinance. 


6. In the case of a dog suspected 
of having rabies, any dog that has 
bitten a human and has been con- 
fined to the; shelter shall be under 
observation for 14 days, or longer 
if necessary. The poundmaster would 
have the discretion to determine 
whether the animal may be confined 
in an enclosure on the premises 
rather than have it immediately 
confined in the animal shelter. 


7. The poundmaster would have 
the duty of removing dead ani- 
mals, with fees charged the own- 
er in case of removal from private 
property. 


8. “Vicious animals” is defined 
as one with a propensity to bite 
humans. Biting of a human is de- 
clared prima facie evidence the ani- 
mal is vicious. 

9. The Palo Alto ordinance would 
be amended to make barking or oth- 
er noise at any time (not merely at 
night) a basis for a hearing by the 
police judge as to whether such ac- 
tion is a nuisance. Filing of a nuis- 
ance complaint with the police court 
will result in hearing and if a nuis- 
ance is found to exist, the license 
will be revoked and the animal no 
longer may be kept in the city. 

10. Kennels or pet shops may 
be maintained only in Zones “C-2” 
(second commercial) or “I” (in- 
dustrial). 

11. According to City Attorney 
James T. O’Keefe Jr., the council 
contemplates repealing existing or- 
dinance provisions permitting the 
keeping of more than two dogs 
when a permit is obtained from 
council. 

12. Any dog trespassing on school 
grounds or private property may be 
taken up by any persons and com- 
mitted to the animal shelter, with 
the owner required to pay regular 
charges for reclaiming the animal. 
It is unlawful for a dog owner to 
allow such trespassing after receiv- 
written notice of the offense. 

13. In the case of an impounded 
dog, the poundmaster shall hold 
such animal for one day, during 

which time the owner, if known, 
shall be notified by mail. After 
that period, the poundmaster may 
sell the animal. It the animal is 
not redeemed or sold, the pound- 
master may order its destruction. 

14. Dog license fees would be $4 
for a female (presently $3) and $2 
for male, the same as now charged. 
A $2 penalty would be added if a 
license is not obtained within 10 
days after notice that such license 
is due. 


under a contract between the two 
cities. 


The ordinance as now drafted 
does not require that dogs be kept 
on leashes: when off the owner’s 
premises. 

However, one section states that 
persons intending to keep a dog in 
the city less than two days shall 
not permit the animal to run at 
large. Licenses are required after 
‘10 days. % 

The city would be given strong- 
er control over nuisances caused 
by dogs...something lacking in 
the recent case of Baron, the 
howling Doberman whose case 
dragged through a series of coun- 
cil sessions. 

The city judge would be empow- 
ered to conduct a hearing, with 
witnesses and sworn testimony, up- 
on formal complaint that a noisy 
‘dog is a public nuisance. If a nuis- 
ance is adjudged, the license shall 
be revoked and it shall be unlawful 
to keep the dog within the city. 

License fees remain at $2 for male 
dogs but would be raised from $3 to 
$4 for females.

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ounty Blood Bank Busy Saving Lives 


Even in emergencies, things aren't 
what they used to be. 
Before the war, getting a pint of 


blood for an emergency transfusion 


was largely a matter of chance. 
An accident victim had to take 
his chances on the hospital finding 


a donor—quickly—who had exactly] 


the right type of blood to fill the 
need. If the victim possessed a rela- 
tively rare blood type or needed a 
large number of transfusions, the 
problem of finding donors became 
acute, and often they weren’t found 
in time. 

One can remember seeing motion 
pictures in which the problem was 
dramatized with scenes of a blood 
donor, located at the last possible 
minute, being rushed through the 
streets behind a police escort to the 
hospital where the “hero” lay dying. 
NO LONGER 

Such scenes do not occur in San 
Mateo county any more, where the 
county’s blood bank has been estab- 
lished to provide a stock of all types 
of the fluid for use in emergency 
cases. 

The blood bank, headquarters of 
which are in San Mateo, stocks 80 
to 100 pints of whole blood of all 
types at all times. Turnover is fast, 
since whole blood will last under re- 
frigeration for less than two weeks. 

But the demand for whole blood 
is great enough So that the bank 
can use the donations of an aver- 
age of 350 persons per month, 
and only four per cent of the don- 

ations are processed into plasma.

The blood bank, which is a non- 
profit organization, charges a pa- 
tient $7.50 for each pint of whole 
blood and $10.00 for each unit of 
plasma. A deposit of $22.50 from the 
patient is required until a replace- 
ment is made unless he has “credit” 
or is a member of an organization 
or family which has credit, with 
the blood bank. 

Making a donation to the blood 
bank is not a difficult process. 

First, the donor must be between | 


~ the ages of 18 and 60, and weigh' 
more than 115 pounds. Blood pres-! 
sure must be near normal, and the 
wrospective donor must be free of 
diseases which might linger in his 


veins. 


Women may not give blood within 
nine months of childbirth. 

The prospective donor should not 
eat within four hours before the 
time he is scheduled to make his 


donation. 
7-MINUTE JOB 


Blood is drained from the donor’s 
arm through a hollow needle. The 
entire process takes seven minutes. 

Need for a blood bank became ap- 
parent during the second world war, 
when large numbers of donors were 
required to give blood for plasma 
which was shipped to the battle- 


fronts overseas. 


Following the explosion of an 
ammunition ship which was being 
loaded at Port Chicago in July, 
1944, the San Mateo county unit 
sent 110 units of plasma to the 
Oak Knoll naval hospital in Oak- 
land for use in treating surviv- 
ors of the blast. 

Since the war, with the recog- 
nition by doctors of the therapeutic 
value of transfusions in hastening 
the recovery of many types of acci- 
dent victims and other cases and

School Board Told of Need For Expansions 


Ravensw6od elementary schoo 
district trustees last week agreed to 
adopt a long range program of facil- 
ity expansion and heard that five 
sites are needed for school building 
to keep pace with area expansion 
within the next two years. 

The action took place at a meet- 
ing of the board called by Superin- 
tendent Stanley O. Schnepple and 
Edgar Parsons, field representative 
of the state division of schoolhouse 
planning. 

A survey revealed that 973 homes 
have been or are being completed in 
the district and commitments by 
contractors show 1000 projected new 
homes before 1953. 

Enrollment in the Ravenswood 
area is approximately 1600 at this 
time and the increase in homes will 
boost the school population to ap- 
proximately 3990 by September, 1951, 
according to estimates by Schnepple 
and Parsons. 

Question as to why the Belle 
Haven school addition authorized 
at a bond election on May 20, 
1949 was not under construction 
wag explained by Architect Arthur 
A. Jannsen, who said that because

department, final plans have not 
been approved although it is ex- 
pected that approval will arrive 
shortly. 

It was pointed out that the trus- 
tees were unable to let bids until 
fina] approval is given.
